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THE IRON TRADE—MINING IN ALGERIA. 

$i,—In the Mining Journal of last week it is remarked that “ the first 
gep towards the development of the mineral resources of Algeria has been 
paie by M. Talabot, whose name is well known in France from his con- 
ection with industrial enterprise,” &c. As the paragraph does not in- 
orm your readers the nature of the mines, &c., perhaps a few observations 
on the subject may be interesting, from one of a party who recently accom- 

ied M. T on @ tour of inspection to his different mines in Sardinia 
swell asin Algeria, 

The iron mines in Algeria are without doubt the most extensive I have 
ever seen, and the ore produces not only the best grey pig-iron, but crude 
steel (spiegel eisen ) at pleasure, and yields in the furnace 66 per cent. of 
petal : this is the result when smelted alone, but it has been satisfactoril 

to produce much better results when smelted in conjunction with 
ores of a poorer quality, These very desirable qualities will certainly cause 
it soon generally to become better known; at present, however, its qualities 
ge fully appreciated in France, to which country it is shipped in consider- 
able quantities. It is smelted with coke near. illes, and with char- 
coal in about 30 Catalan furnaces near the Pyrenees, being sent by rail 
from the sea to Toulouse. Furnaces in the North of France also use it. 
Near Bona it is also smelted by a Parisian company, who have there two 
well-conducted blast-furnaces; one only is in blast at the present time, using 
charcoal brought from Corsica, ucing with cold-blast 70 tons of crude 
steel weekly, which is sent to illes, where it is sold at upwards of 
aine pounds per ton. The peculiarity of the pig-iron is its ductility and 
arength. The mines, or ratheropen quarries, from which the ore hitherto 
shipped has been worked, are situated at Rarezas, about seven miles inland 
from Bona; these are connected with the Seybonse River by a railway, on 
which the first locomotive was started last month; another is nearly ready 
for shipment. The ore is loaded in lighters, and conveyed to vessels at 
anchor in the roadstead of Bona. For towing these over the bar, and clear- 
ing the channel, a steamboat was sent out from here, and a capacious screw 
steam-barge, fitted with suitable steam-cranes, &c., will follow in a week 
ortwo. By these means larger quantities of ore can be shipped, as the 
orders have vastly accumulated. 

At a few miles distance from the Rarezas Mines is the mountain Mokta 
el Hadid (the iron quarry), formerly worked by the Romans. This moun- 
win of iron ore is a of the same quality as the Rarezas; it is highly 
magnetic, and contains by the analysis given me—Peroxide of iron, 66:00; 
protoxide, 29°00; carbonate of lime, 2:20; ditto magnesia, 0°2; silica, 0°2; 
alumina, 0°6; water, 1'8==100. It is, in fact, one mass of ore, apparently 
all of the same quality, showing to view a face of several hundred yards in 
extent, and about 400 ft. high; it is calculated to contain in one compact 
mass not less than 125,000,000 tons abeve the level of the plain. 

It is the opinion of practical men that this ore will be very largely used 
in this country, as it can be brought here and to Wales at a price that will 
compete successfully with the ores at nt in use; whilst from its superior 
quality, and the fact that crude steel is made from it, such quantities can 
now be produced that it will no longer be necessary to allow Prussia and 
Belgium to take the lead of this country in the production of puddled steel, 
which at present is the case, solely in consequence of our not possessing the 
suitable raw material, or being able to procure it at a paying price.

FEAR OF CALLS. 

§m,—Several remarkable instances have lately occurred of shareholders 
in mines having sold or abandoned their shares prematurely, in conse- 
quence of fearing, or disliking to face, further calls, such as in Bryntail 
Mine, Wheal Glynn, more recently in Wheal Harriett, and probably in 
Wheal Zion. I am induced, with your permission, to offer a few remarks 
on the subject, to which I am prompted by a recent perusal of the history 
of the New River Company ; and it may not be deemed out of place to cite such a his- 
wry, when it is remembered that Sir Hugh Middleton was enabled to bring this work, 
by means of his own fands alone, as far as Enfield, in Middlesex, in consequence of being 
the lucky proprietor of a lead mine in Wales, which, as is well known, yielded him an 
immense fortune, and is actually still at work, realising handsome profits. To make 
this New River bear upon the question of calls, it will be necessary to sketch its history. 

The water was brought into the basin at Islington on September 29, 1613. There were 
originally twenty-nine shares, the proprietors of which were incorporated under the 
nane of the “ New River Company,” in 1619, in the reign of James I., who having ad- 
vanced Sir Hugh 500/. to complete the undertaking, became proprietor of one-half the 
whole work, but without any share inthe management. In 1633 (14 years after its 
completion) a dividend was declared of 117, 9s. 1d. per share. The second dividend was 
¥. 48. 2d. per share; whilst, instead of a third dividend, a Cat. being expected, Charles 
the First resolved, as the history states, “to get rid of such an hazardous affair,” and 
sold his moiety in the concern for an annuity of 500/. to him and his successors. The 
royal molety, 80 conveyed, was divided into 36 shares, to equal the other moiety, called 
“ Adventurers’ Shares,” divided into 36 also, being 72 shares in the whole, and called re- 
spectively King’s and Adventurers’ shares, Twe of the former shares are burdened with 
the annuity, which makes the latter shares, in modern ph logy, “ prefe ” . 
If the total cost of the work of bringing the water, by means of a canal, 39 miles may be 
estimated by the fuct that only 5007, was required to complete it from Enfield (by the 
toad 10 miles from London), there is probably no sach instance on record of a rise in the 
value of any property in any course of time—the 72 shares being worth at this time in 
the market no less a sum than one million one hundred and fifty-two thousand pounds, 
or about sizteen thousand pounds per share ! 

Considering the increased value of money in the present day, the “ fear of calls” on 
the part of the unfortunate monarch, however appropriate to the present question, is a 
rather amusing incident, especially in the history of kings; but the consenting to the 
alienation of property instead of paying calls certainly was a great mistake; and so it 
often is with timid holders of mining shares, of which your Journal teems with proofs. 
The rationale of the whole question to me to be, that what is worth one person's 
interest to buy is worth another person’s interest to hold, setting aside on the part of the 
latter any urgent necessity to sell. The history of five dividend mines out of ten (to

Hada storm, such as lately desolated many parts 
of England, struck with its full force the overweighted ships of the squadron, it is scarcely 
to be doubted that, in ad@ition to the present disappointment, we might have now to de- 
plore a fearful sacrifice of human life. To avert so awiila calamity, I resume once more 
the obligation of endeavouring to arouse the attention of the Government, and of your 
readers, whose influence, on account of their connection with our leading scientific and 
commercial constituencies, cannot be doubted, to the folly of persevering in a project 
inevitably doomed to defeat. 
Can our Government, with the tests of the experimental cruise in the Bay of Biscay, 
as well as the present abortive effort before them, conscientiously lend themselves to the 
further prosecution of an enterprise, where there exists not only the disgrace of repeated 
frustration, but also the serious probability of the sad catastrophe at which I have hinted, 
of the foundering of one or both of the noble ships employed to lay the cable? I protest 
that no nautical engineer of capacity or repute could anticipate any other consequence of 
the operation with the means employed than that which has been just reported. Is 
there none such in the pay of the Admiralty to advise Her Majesty’s Ministers in so mo- 
mentous @ case?

judgment was altogether justified by the first evidence submitted— the off-hand assertion 
of Murray, and the apparently matter-of-fact survey of Berryman.

Next, that having taken two false steps 
in the affair—namely, the omission to verify the interested allegations of the company, 
and when those allegations were invalidated the sanction of the expedition without 
due investigation—having, after these two mistakes, attained to absolute certainty as to 
the nature of the risks involved by the interruption of the magnetic current and the rup- 
ture of the cable, it was permitted to the promoters of the company to proceed without 
having first published Captain Dayman’s report, and invited the scientific world to be the 
Jurors of the cause, and without instituting the most complete investigation on every 
branch of the subject. 
It does appear to me that this is a very grave matter, for unless the late Government 
acted de parti pris, the imputation is naturally raised of culpable and reckless folly. 
I thus early address you to implore our present rulers not to follow in the footsteps of 
their predecessors. If Mr. Cyrus Field and the rest of his lot, his coadjutors, are really 
of “ Her Majesty’s Service,” as his dispatch professes, let there be no hole-in-corner 
dealing with the business; let us have the whole truth, and nothing but thetruth; and,

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RAILWAY ACCIDENTS. 
Sir,—According to the report mentioned in my last, the causes of rail- 
way accidents are—inattention of servants, defective materials, and ex- 
cessive speed. In the opinion of the committee, the strict personal super- 


vision of the companies themselves could alone provide against the two 
first causes; but in case they fail to pay more attention to this point in fu- 
ture they are, as it were, warned that in some way or other they will be 
compelled to do so. To ensure the carefulness and attention of servants holding re- 
sponsible posts, I would suggest to the companies the appointment of a superior class of 
men, with an adequate salary, and who, from their position and education, could the 
better appreciate and would be more alive to the importance of that responsibility. The 
li ded for excessive speed are everything that could be desired—not by 

the companies, but by the public. The committee are of opinion “ that it should be im- 
perative on railway companies to establish a means of communication between guards 
and engine-drivers.” The utility of this system has been clearly demonstrated by a 
number of accidents that have lately happened, and which, had such a system been then 
in use, would either have been prevented or rendered much less serious, Iam, however, 
at a loss to understand the reason why these means should not be available for passengers 
also. It is true that with asystem of communication between guards and engine-drivers 
the former would be enabled to signal the latter to shut off steam, reverse the engine, &c., 
in order to stop the train in case of necessity. The guard would also be enabled to signal 
to the engine-driver to quicken speed in case of a train coming up behind; or the engine- 
driver would be able to signal the guard to apply the break in case of a train being ahead. 
But suppose, for instance, a carriage was to take fire, the chances are most decidedly 
against the probability of the guard or engine-driver being aware of it in time to stop 
the train before serious damage is done either to passengers or property. The probability 
of such an occurrence alone ought to be a sufficient reason why the means of commu- 
nication should be made available for passengers. I believe the adoption of this means 
was recommended by the committee at their preceding meeting. 
There is another means, conducive not only to the safety but to the comfort of railway 
passengers, and which would consist in increasing the width of the rails and, consequently, 
of the wheels. Before Parliament allows the construction of other lines, I would recom- 
mend this suggestion to their careful consideration. 
There is one “ precaution” that the committee opine is better left to the management 
of the railway boards, which I believe merits much more attention than has been given 
to it. lallude to railway breaks. The more breaks there are to a train, the more con- 
trol, I presume, the guard will have as regards the stopping of it. The largest proportion 
of railway accidents arise from collisions, and if the guard could have entire control over 
the train many or most of these accidents could be prevented. But as he cannot have 
the entire control, let him, at least, have as much as possible, by providing efficacious 
breaks, and in larger numbers. The officers of the Board of Trade recommend “ the ap- 
plication of additional break-power to the carriages,” in their report on the accidents 
which have occurred during the first four months of the present year. 
The select committee appear to have thoroughly investigated the matter. They have 
found out the “ causes,” and ribed the “remedies.” The Board of Trade will, no 
doubt, apply to Parliament for power to carry out their recommendations; and, if a 
little more activity could be infused into hon, Members, the public would have some 





loss of life or limbs. I would humbly suggest to railway companies to provide the pre- 
beingcompelledtodoso. As faras these means have reference to mechanical contrivances, 
they will find that there are already innumerable inventions from among which they 
would undoubtedly find some that would answer the purpose in every respect, Indeed, 
it has been a matter of no little surprise to me to find that so many inventors have de- 
voted their time and energies to the perfection of appliances for safety in railway tra- 
velling, when in no single instance has any encouragement been given them.

nary prospects. Now, supposing this 400,000/. to be employed in mining, would it 
not be better to apply it in the opening of new ground, and in exploring lodes from the 
surface ; it would set 20 new mines to work, with a capital of 20,0007. each. Can it be 
doubted that, if the ground be carefully selected by judicious persons, the speculator 
I caiculate that at least 10 out of the 20 of these 
would, if placed in the right hands to manage, be brought to a profitable state of 
working before the above suins were expended upon them. Supposing these 10 mines to 
pay 3007. a month each, it would amount to 36,000/. yearly, and in 30 years would re- 
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turn over 1,000,000/, profits. The other 10 mines would at least return the amount ex- 

pended on them. 

Surely speculating gentlemen must connect themselves with old mines from want of 

experience, or because they have been great undertakings. From what has been done 

within the last five or ten years, we might almost expect that the Gwennap Great Con- 

sols would be resumed soon, and 200,000/, or 300,000/. invested in it, to ne purpose what- 

ever. Doubtless some captain could be found who would say that there are thousands of 
tons left in it, that it never looked better than when it was knocked last, that had it not 
been for so-and-so it never would have been stopped,&c. That there may be a great deal 

of ore left behind I do not deny ; but, the question is, will it pay the cost of working and 
the interest of the money invested ?—No, never, Perhaps some one will say that I am 

wrong, and that there are many old mines that have been forsaken by the first party and 
reworked that have paid, and are even now paying, well for working. True, this is the 
case; but what has been the cause of the abandonment ?—in many instances bad manage- 
ment, The pockets of the shareholders have been emptied to fill those of the projectors, 
or the shareholders have become poor, and from want of capital have been obliged to give 
up the mine, and leave what has been done for the benefit of others. I know many in- 
stance of this, where a large amount of capital has been judiciously expended, but the cost 
has not been fhirly estimated in the beginning ; but can any one inform me where a mine 
300 fins. deep below adit has been worked to any considerable profit? We will suppose 
a mine to be 250 fms. below the adit, which is 30 fms. from surface; there would thus 
be 280 fms. to provide materials, &c., for; it would cost 250,000/., and take three years 
to clear out the water; and then, as the returns must chiefly depend on the levels below, 
I will ask—must it not be a good concern to pay 20,000/. per annum for 10 years = 200,000/. 
There will te 50,0007, interest on the 250,000/., and 140,000/, cost =180,0007. ; and had 
the same money been applied to the working of new mines it would have paid cent. per 
cent., and would continue for 20 years, 

My opinion is that it is only in exceptional cases that abandoned mines should be re- 
worked when the depth exceeds 200 fins., and capitalists might do well to consider my 
remarks before they speculate in the reworking ofold and deep mines.

THE GRANITE QUARRIES OF LUXULIAN, CORNWALL. 
Sir,—Few among the many scenes to be observed in Cornwall are more 
remarkable, or better worth a visit, than are the granite quarries of Mr. 
Treftry, in the parish of Luxulian. There may the visitor see wealth being 
realised without destruction—the utile cum dignitate fulfilled. The whole 
neighbourhood is covered with scattered rocks (boulders) of gigantic pro- 
portions, several (by measure) weighing not less than 300 to 3000 tons. 
Some are of the most grotesque and fanciful forms, perched as it were on pinnacles, or 
forming what are technically called logan, or rocking stones. 1 enclose you a drawing 
of one of the most remarkable, This stone is elevated about 40 ft., and weighs 70 tons. 
The hill on which it stands is a boss of the great granite out of which are quarried stones 
of immense proportions ; indeed, their size is limited only to the requirements or to the 
power of the machinery to remove them, One stone lately split up was of the following 
size: —54 ft. long, 41 ft. wide, 13 ft. deep, thus containing no jess. than 28,782 ft., weigh- 
ing 2056 tons. The master of the quarry pointed us out one of still greater magnitude. 
These tremendous stones are now being wrought for the dock-yard works at Portsmouth. 
At these quarries about 80 men are employed, at an average wages of 15s. per week. 
The granite workers call themselves stone masons. The work is extremely hard and 
laborious, the granite being wrought by means of pointed hammers, called picks; to split 
these rocks, wedges are used with two small strips of steel, termed feathers. A series of 
holes, about 3 in, apart, are bored by means of a tool termed a jumper—a bar of iron with 
steel points, about % in. at the point, so that 4 man may be literally said to jump down 
a hole of that small calibre. 

These quarries were worked by the late Mr. Treffry, and thousands of tons raised. 
Care has been taken not to disturb the picturesque. All the extraordinary rocks are 
tabooed, and in working great care is taken not to impair the romantic scenery of the 
locality, Near this is the celebrated aquaduct and viaduct of the Par and Newquay 
Railway, the first ever erected in thiscountry. Such buildings now being common they 
are not worth describing, but at the period of their erection they were considered won- 
derful pieces of work. About 144 mile hence the extraordinary piece of porphyritic rock 
now forming the sarcophagus of the illustrious Wellington was procured: this was an 
isolated boulder, or surface rock, erroneousiy supposed to be unique. Search proves the 
stone to abound, but of smaller proportions. No doubt it might be quarried if necessary, 
but the extreme difficulty of polishing renders its adaptation to ornamental purposes im - 
possible. This magnificent piece,so worthily applied, cost an infinity of trouble and ex- 
pense, and stands now, and will probably remain, unrivalled—like its occupant. 

This district is barren of mineral—that is to say, of metalliferous deposits, being in 
the great granite, on the borders of which metalliferous lodes or veins are chiefly found. 
In the quarries at Colkerrow a slide may be seen, forming a most excellent example of 
these phenomena, Here aiso the peculiar fracture of granite may be stadied with ad- 
vantage. By going a little east, at Lanlivery, a junction of granite with clay-slate may 
be observed ; and on turning off the high road to Bodmin, about 1 mile from Lostwithiel, 
in a quarry, 4 fine lode in granite may be seen, about 1 ft. wide, on the north or right 
hand wall of which is a leader of copper ore, varying from \4 in. to lin. wide. The 
rest is capel, quartz, and peach, About 200 fms. south, or rather south-west, in drain- 
ing the meadows, during the past month, an exceedingly fine tin lode has been cut in the 
growan: it has been seen about 7 ft. deep, close by an old stream works, but it appears 
to me that little has been done even by the streamers. My attention had been called to 
what had evidently been a “ Jew’s House.” There were quantities of charcoal, some of 
which was quite perfect ; but I failed to procure any metallic tin or ore, as I had pre- 
viously been fortanate enough to do in this parish. There can be but little doubt this 
port was once in high repute; Lostwithiel being the seat of the Miners’ Court, its being 
granted so many privileges, its situation, and withal the discovery of so many “ Jew’s 
Houses,” would appear to warrant such an opinion. The whole of the neighbourhood of 
this town abounds with mineral treasures, probably wisely held secret; few and but 
partial attempts having been, or being now, made to realise them: future generations 
will undoubtedly do so, but for the present they remain in their pristine state.

MINERAL INDUSTRY OF IRELAND. 


S1r,—In my last I omitted to include the marbles of Donegal in the minerals of that 
county. Let the tourist pause a few hours, and inspect the marble quarries of Dunlui. 
Supposing he has rested at the beautifully situated town of Letterkenny, and from thence 


taken his drive to Gwidore, a drive which will amply repay him, he can easily diverge 
to the picturesque spot where the quarries stand, alas! unworked. Here pure white 
marble is seen, and also in the neighbourhood an endless variety of others of different 
shades and colours are found. High towering above the surrounding mountains stand 
Arigle and Muchish. On the first, auriferous quartz; the second, yielding a most bean- 
tiful white sand, valuable to the glass manufacturer. Between Gwidore and Dunfanighie 
is the once celebrated silver-lead mine of Kildrum; this mine did produce, and would 
again if worked with spirit, quantities of rich silver-iead ore. The cause of its being in 
abeyance was a trifling blunder which was made ; but, as Ireland isthe landof blunders, 
this slight one may be forgiven. [ understood a 50-ft. water-wheel was erected, but when 
completed the supply of water necessary to drive it was not to be had; so the wheel was 
removed and the mine stopped, leaving two fine courses of ore in the bottom. A short 
distance from Kildrum,on the sca shore, after a gale of wind are frequently found human 
skeletons, also swords, daggers, needles, &c., of bronze, and brooches of gold, with other 
ornaments made from the precious metal ; and this brings me back to the beds of ferru- 
ginous earths alluded to in my former letters. Although distant from this part of Done- 
gav 60 miles, loose sand hills surround these beds, and a heavy storm of wind often denudes 
one portion and covers deeply another with sand. At the part exposed by the gale tre- 
quently, as in the other case, haman skeletons, swords, daggers, &c., of bronze, and orna- 
ments of gold of curiously ancient workmanship have also been found. One chain (alas! 
for its value) was submitted to the smelter,and the sum realised was over 1000/., perhaps 
not half its intrinsic value, was received by the finder. Beneath the hill side on whieh 
this bed of ferruginous earth is seen is a well ot the purest water, called Taberivica (Irish 
for boiling well). Could some of your antiquarian friends inform me why near these beds 
are found so many small smelting hearths, not exceeding 18 in. or 2 ft., made with very 
hard stones? Pieces of unburned charcoal are also found. Surely these were too small 
to be used for the extraction of the baser metals. That gold did exist in large quantities 
in Ireland formerly is patent. How was it extracted ?—July 1. CORRESPONDENT. 
P.S.—I have just seen some beautiful specimens from the boffom of Milltown Mine ; 
the discovery of such a rich lode in depth (26 fms. deep) in the mine must inspire great 
hopes for the future. I hear the branch of ore is 2 ft. wide, and the bottom of the winze 
is spangled all over with spots ofore. — 


UNPROTECTED SHAFTS. 


Srr,—A lamentable accident at Crinnis Mine shows the necessity of attention to this 
subject, so warmly urged in the Journal at the fall of last year. A young man fell into 
an old shaft, and was there for two days before he was discovered. Now, the fault must 


be somewhere. All mine leases have, or should have, clauses by which abandoned mines 
shall have their shafts properly secured. An action must certainly lie against either ad- 
venturers or landowners if accidents occur. Hundreds of shafts are in this condition : 
the owners of lands in which they occur will do well to see to them, by doing which they 
may possibly save themselves from great expenses, for they may rely on it an appeal to 
a jury would convince them the public safety is not to be jeopardised to suit their pur- 
poses, or to save their pockets from the outlay of a few pounds. 

There have been several accidents during the past year, but because they have hap- 
pened to poor people, who knew not the law, little notice has been taken. It was so with 
railways at first. It is not impossible but some gentleman out sporting may meet with 
an accident of this kind; if so, and his friends seek redress, they will surely obtain it.

Tae Minixe Market.—We have received the following communications: 


From Mr. James Crorts:—The market during the week has presented 
little to remark upon, there being still an undercurrent of dulness as regards general 
dealings; but some life has been thrown into it, nevertheless, in consequence of very 
marked improvements in several concerns, and in which a large business has been done : 
in particular must be noted Wheal Harriett, Wheal Edward, Herodsfoot, and Great Wheal 
Alfred, whilst other mines of less note have admirably maintained an improved position, 
such as Kelly Bray, Redmoor, West Par Consols, Trelawny, Mary Ann, and South Tamar. 
Early in the week the result of the sale of Banca tin became known, and the advance 
being 5/. per ton over the last sale, immediate firmness, without, however, any great rise 
in price, was imparted to such dividend mines as Wheal Providence and Par Consois, 
which may be taken as a fair type of that class of concerns as perfectly safe po invest in 
under present Circumstances. Non-dividend tin are also, of course, more enquired for, 
aid a noticeable feature is, that for such shares the orders to buy emanate chiefly from 
Cornwall, and although the movements of that distant extremity of the mining market 
cannot always be depended upon as bond fide, there are symptoms about the present oper- 
ations which renders them reliable tocopy. Every other branch of speculative business 
continues dull in the extreme. 

At the meeting of Okel Tor adventurers at Plymouth, on June 30th, the accounts pre- 
sented showed that the mine was in debt to that date 704/., whilst, prospectively to the 
end of July, there would be a deficiency of 1061/., which has been nearly provided for 
by a call of 5s. per share on the 4096 shares. There are 600 tons of mundic on the mine, 
valued at 360/., and taken as an asset; and, as no estimate is made of copper ore to be 
raised or sold within the same period, the only dependence for funds to pay costs after 
July must evidently be further calls. The account is altogether not very cheering, nor 
will it prove agreeable to large holders who have for aseries of years supported the mine, 
not one of whom is stated to be in arrear of calls. The tardiness of the buyer of the 
mundic in taking it away may also prove an unfavourable item in finance, but yet it is 
hoped the predictions of the agent may be realised, since he states, in concluding his re- 
port, that he sees “ nothing in the appearance of the mine to discourage the shareholders 
as to its ultimate success.” 

At the Vale of Towy meeting, held on Thursday, the report was highly favourable for 
the future, the work in the mine having of late been impeded by an influx of water and 
a want of miners. The accounts showed a balance of assets of 1464/. 5s. 6d., out of 
which a dividend of 1s. per share was declared payable in 14 days. These shares are 
partaking of the general dulness of the market, but must be assumed as perfectly safe to 
invest in, and the lower the price the more advantageous for the buyer. There are at 
present 169 shareholders. The produce of the stopes, &c., of Catherine and Jane is 
53 ewts. of ore to the fathom. It should be observed that this ratio of production will 
give shortly an increased quantity of ore per month. Ten tons of good ore were sampled 
on Saturday last,as promised, and shipped for Holywell the same day. Under the 
excellent management of the agent this mine is being rapidly developed for lead, whilst 
for the large deposit of iron ore measures are being taken by the management to bring 
the produce again into the market.— North Frances: Upon orders from Cornwalla large 
business has been done. It is an improving mine, and great things predicted of it. 

At the commencement of the week a sinister report obtained circulation, to the effect 
that the lode in Wheal Harriett, going east in the 74, was close upon the boundary of 
Condurrow Mine (a rather serious question for the former mine, if true); but the report 
Was a3 speedily contradicted as circumstances would permit, although, like all adverse 
reports, it answered its temporary purpose of depressing the shares. The writer has ex- 
amined fully into the question, to the best of his ability, and dispensing even with the 
reports of the very respectable agent of the mine, that the rumour was totally untrue. 
The elaborate plans of the mine, which can be inspected at the office (assuming, of course, 
that they can be relied upon, which is not doubted in the slightest degree), show that 
Condurrow Mine lies due south of Wheal Harriett, whilst the lode is an east and west 
one, but the underlie of the lode (15 in. in the fathom) would certainly bring it into Con- 
durrow seff, 160 or 180 fathoms below the said level, which work, if required, will never 
be performed in the time of the present generation; and, therefore, the report becomes 
as much an absurdity (being an impossibility) as the reputed faculty of the Irishman’s 
gun for shooting round the corner. Moreover, a formal contradiction has been given to 
the report by a letter received trom Cornwall, on Wednesday, by one of our most re- 
spectabie mining firms, and as probably the management of the mine will also publish 
an authenticated contradiction, by which the injury done to the property will be per- 
manently repaired, this canard may be designated as a“ weak invention of the enemy,” 
since it could not have been circulated in ignorance of facts. 

A correspondent suggests to the writer that he has scarcely gone far enough in the 
analysis of the various modes of advertising shares, and states “ there is one class you have 
hitherto omitted, who merely offer to buy shares, and when applied to fixing a price far 

below the market value; also advertising to se// at certain prices,and calling themselves 
éuyers of the same shares in the same advertisement.” These anomalies had not escaped 
observation, but as they are almost too palpable to mislead they may fairly be left to 
cure themselves. It is observable aiready that there is a considerable reform in the 
matter of advertising, and the adoption of a really sound and bond fide mode of doing it 
(if at all) may, therefore, be left to the discernment of the majority of advertisers, whilst 
exceptions can be dealt with in the usual way. 

A very reprehensible practice, as it may be fairly designated, has long existed of parties 
procuring lists of shareholders in mines, and addressing them with offers of services, gene- 
rally to buy shares, and especiaily when some sudden improvement takes place in a mine, 
the particulars of which, in the due course of things, reaches the market and the brokers 
or dealers before it can the shareholders. Such gratuitous offers of services should, by 
the recipients of such letters, at all times be looked at with caution, and since every share- 
holder in a mine has bought his shares through some broker selected by himself, the at- 
tempt to interfere by another broker is scarcely creditable, and certainly nearly allied to 
the bacolic practice of poaching, and for that and other private reasons is found distasteful 
to shareholders themselves, on whose behalf principally this notice is taken of the matter. 

P.S.—At the last moment, before sending the foregoing to the Journal, a seller sud- 
denly appeared of Wheal Harriett shares at 2ls., on the strength of intelligence from 
Cornwall by telegraph, and business was done in 50 shares at that price. No informa- 
tion, it appears, had then arrived at the office of the mine to throw light upon the cause 
of such sale. Subsequently the price rose again to 30s. and 35s. ; later, the intelligence 

was waited for to explain the cause of this depression, which at lengtlt arrived from the 
purser of the mine, but in too brief and vague terms to understand thoroughly, since it 
merely stated “ The ore in Harriett had failed.” It is hoped further details from some 
source, Whether they be of a favourable character or not, will reach the Journal in time 
for this week's impression. 


From Mr. R. Treprynick :—Advices from France are more satisfactory, 
and the trade is evidently improving; this will shortly be felt in England, more especi- 
ally as already commerce has recovered to a great extent the crippling pressure of the 
late panic. At Manchester, Liverpool, Glasgow, and Birmingham few complaints are 
now expressed, and a growing confidence in the future is evidently gaining ground. In 
America the most friendly and pacific relations with England are openly and loudly ad- 
vocated, and happily for all, with cordial response at home. Commercial dealings be- 

wixt the two countries are carried out upon firmer principles, and with every prospect 
of extended and profitable trade returns. The advices just received from Australia speak 
of fresh gold fields and active markets ; we may, therefore, anticipate increased inter- 
course and more prosperous results for the future than have lately attended our ship- 
ments to that important and thriving colony. The July dividends will also circulate a 
very large sum of money amongst the middie and upper classes, most of which will have 
to be invested, or otherwise add to the stores of unemployed wealth that now unfortu- 
nately retard the onward progress of speculative enterprise. Advices of the harvest 
being good, and al! but secured on the Continent, added to the all but certainty of more 
than average crops at home, tend likewise to revive hope and activity in many whose 
career and prospects stood blighted through the withering chill of inactivity. The

At the end of the year 1856 the implements at Borneo were valued at 6000/., and at 
Labuan at 13,000/., and by the final balance-sheet of the company, dated March 4, 1857, 
the expenditure on the mines, taken from their ledger, is stated at 143,724/. 58. 5d. The 
i0t failed to find a purchaser.

The 65 level is being 
driven south to the east of the great cross-course, to intersect the lode we are working 
on in the 45; this level (the 65) is letting out much water, which has drained the 45 as 
dry as possible; this is a proof the lode is of a large porous character to a great extent. 
We are sinking No. 2 shaft below the 45 as a winze for the 65 ; the lode here is 34 ft. 
wide, with a little tin. Dawke’s shaft is being sunk below the 45; the lode here is 
worth 20/. per fathom for tin and copper. We are stoping in the bottom of the 45, east 
of Dawke’s shaft, where the lode is 4 and 5 feet wide, worth 30/. per fathom for tin and 
copper. We find the 45 driving east is too shallow to pay for opening out, and it will be 
preferable to send ona 55 fm. level intoour extensive ground eastward ; this will be done 
as soon as we get Dawke’s shaft tothe 55. We have one party of men making Dawke’s 
shaft with a complete incline to surface; this shaft is well arranged for working the 
mine almost to any depth or extent. We have offered for sale about 200/. worth of cop- 
per, and tinstuff at surface that will produce from 2 to 3 tons of tin, but the surface water 
will not admit of our stamping much at present; we propose putting up more stamp- 
heads to we worked with the underground and other water, to drive nine heads; this, 
with the fourteen heads already erected, will enable us to return the tin without steam 
stamps, until the mine is laid open more extensively. Our returns will be continuous, 
but we have much work to do in laying open the mine before it will be very abundant. 
There is no doubt on my mind but that our perseverance will be rewarded with a good 
and lasting mine. —J. Wess.

The fol- 
lowing is my report and opinion of the prospects, and also of the present and contem- 
plated mode of working :—The engine-shaft is sunk diagonally 65 fms. from surface. 
Nos. 2 and 3 shafts, lying eastward from the engine-shaft, are both sunk to the 45, now 
being sunk below that level, as described below. Two lodes have been discovered, and 
wrouglit as follows :—1. Lode west of cross-course: The 45 fathom level is driven west 
48 fms., and a few fathoms east of cross-cut; and the 65 fm. level driven east of cross- 
cut 24 fms. to the cross-course; a small quantity of tin and copper was met with in these 
explorations, but not in sufficient quantities to pay the cost of working.—2. Tin and 
copper lode east of cross-course: This was cut by a cross-cut in the 45 fm. level, driven 
north from the above-described lode. The 45 has been driven east on this lode about 
90 fms.; a little tin was raised from the level and the back not far east of the cross-cut ; 
the last 40 fms. in length, up to within 3 or 4 fms. of the end, show a very good looking 
lode, about 4 ft. wide, underlying north about 4 ft. in a fm., from which, together with 
some little stoping of the back, some rich copper ore and some good tin have been raised. 
No. 2 shaft is being sunk below the 45 now about 8 ft. below that level ; the lode at the 
shaft is 4 ft. wide, of a promising character for tin. No.3 shaft, still further east, is sunk 
1 fm. below the 45, and a stope extended eastward from the shaft about 4 fins., and that 
about 9 ft. below the level, giving every facility for judging of the value of the lode going 
down below the 45, the deepest point yet reached on this lode; for this 4 fms. in length 
I think the present bottom is worth for copper and tin nearly 40/. per fathom. The 
killas near the lode is traversed by small strings of rich copper ore falling in with the 
lode in depth, which is a favourable circumstance. The present end is passed into 
reddish killas, which is not very productive in this locality, and as the end is only 
about 60 fms. short of the boundary of Par Consols Mine, and, as far as can be judged, 
too shallow to expect much ore from, the driving is properly suspended. It is said above 
that the 65 fm. level is driven on the other lode as far east as the cross-course.

do. The lode can now be evorked dry much cheaper than it could be if wet, and the black 
ore can now be saved, which if broken in water would be partly carried off by it. A 
cross-cut will forthwith be driven southward, east of the cross-course in the 65, to inter- 
sect this lode, and, when intersected, the same level to be driven east under the copper 
and tin ground standing in the bottom of the 45. It is said above that tie 45 end is 
driven to within about 60 fins. of the Par Consols boundary; it should be stated, how- 
ever, that the length on the line of the lodes in this mine will be much more at deeper 
levels; the underlie of the lode north will account for this. I understand that the Par 
Consols Company are sinking a new shaft from surface at about 40 fms. from their western 
and your eastern boundary, showing the ground about the boundary at deeper levels, as 
well as that already discovered going below the 45 westward from it, on being explored, 
will probably be found of value.

Cop1aro Mixixc Company.—May 15: At Checo Mine, the 20, west 


of Harman's shaft, stoping west, produces 2 tons of 12 per cent. sulphuret perfm. In 
the western sett, the chiflon No. 1 has been given out to quintaleros, and is yielding 
14% ton of 16 per cent. carbonate per fm., and a small quantity of the best Class ore. In 
the 40 west they are in daily expectation of meeting a good course of ore, as they are now 
passing the cross-cut, and have just cut a small string of blue sulphuret, being vertically 
below the large courses knownas the greenlode.

Unrrep Mexican Misuse Assoctation.—Extracts of despatch from 
the commissioner, dated Guanaxuato, May 27 :— Mine of Jesus Maria y Jose: The ope- 
rations during the previous month have been very favourable. The extraction for the 
four weeks has amounted to 4580 cargas, of which 2080 cargas have been produced by 
buscones, and sold for $9326, half of that sum belonging to the mine. The remaining 
2500 cargus, extracted by herramientas de hacienda (day workmen), and reserved for 
beneticiating, may be considered as worth fully $5000 more than the cost of extrac tion, 
deducting the half buscone sales from the amounts of the memorias (weekly outlay). 
The buscones are employed on about 30 campos, or points, in the various works of San 
Pontaleon, San Maximo, San Pedro, and San Pablo, and they continue in a state siinilar 
to that reported before, giving ore varying from threads and small bunches toa surface 
of 14% vara wide. The most productive labores (works) are reserved for the herrainic ntas 
de hacienda. These are the pozoof San Miguel,7 varas long in ore by 4 varas wide, but 
the width is in two parts, a block of tepetate intervening ; this pozo has reached adepth ot 
11 varas, and is on the point of communicating with the frente of Santa Victoria. In the 
frente of Santa Victoria the ore is of an excellent quality, 7 varas high by 4 wide. In 
the frente of Santa Margarita, in the same level, the lode is of a similar width, but not 
80 good; and the poze of Dolores is in good ore, but must be suspended in consequence of 
the insecure state of its upper wall, which it will be necessary to support with stone 
work; this is the first difficulty of the sort we have had. A fresh pozo will be sunk on 
one side, and afterwards driven under the present. The canon, or level, of San Gabriel 
is still be driven forward with little change in the character of the lode.

We have completed opening and securing with timber Parry’s en- 
gine-shaft, and divided and cased down the same, fixed ladder-road, &e., from surface to 
adit, a depth of 22 fms., and have also erected a horse-whim at this shaft, and commenced 
drawing with the same. We shall now get on in clearing the adit level west of this 
shaft as quickly as possible. I have set a pitch on the Beam lode, in bottom of the adit 
level, about 20 fms. east of Parry’s shaft, where we have discovered a good lodeof tin, 
which is apparently going down in whole ground. I have this afternoon sampled a few 
tons broken from this pitch, which produces nearly 2 cwts. of black tin per ton of stuff. 
The tribute pitches in the other parts of the mine continue to turn out well. We are 
getting on as fast as possible in clearing the cross-cut adit to Brother's copper mine, and 
hope to get in on the course of the lode by themiddle of next week. We shall commence 
tramming the tinstuff from Teague’s shaft to the stamps on the new incline road at once. 
We should have begun about this before, but have been waiting for the chain from 
Corawall to work it with. Our carpenters are rapidly progressing with the erection of 
the new 12 heads of stamps. I am pushing on all the different works throughout the 
mine as much as possible, and on the strictest consistent scale of economy.

MANUFACTURE oF SuLpHuROvs Acip.—Some improvements in the 
economic production of sulphurous acid, by treating pyrites and sulphates, sulphides, and 
sulphites, and hyposulphites of various kinds in a suitable furnace, has been patented by 
Mr. J. Townsend, of Glasgow. The furnace is first heated with coal, a layer of pyrites 
is placed on the fire, and then a layer of the sulphate, sulphide, sulphite, or hyposulphite. 
The pyrites keep up the heat, and sulphurous acid is distilled over most effectively. 


IMPROVEMENT IN Propucine Gas.—M. J. Alphonse,'miner, and F. Canal, 
Paris, have obtained “ provisional protection ” for an invention which consists in the use 
of tar and other residues arising from the manufacture of gas and other tars, resinous, or 
fatty matters, mixed with thin shavings, or chips, or pieces of wood, and sawdust of all 
kinds of wood. This mixture is distilled in ordinary gas apparatus, and the gas resulting 
purified by ordinary means. By this process a very pure and cheap gas is obtained of 
good lighting power. The proportions of the various substances employed are as follows : 

500 parts of the residue of yas or of fatty matter, 
1000 parts of sawdust of any kind of wood. : 
500 parts of shavings, chips, or pieces of wood of any kind. 
In the various experiments it has been found these proportions are very suitable, but these 
can be varied according to the nature of the residue, or resinous, or fatty matter, according 
to the sawdust and chips at the manufacturer's disposal, and alsoaccording to the quality

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INTERESTING AND SUCCESSFUL COLLIERY OPERATIONS. 
OPENING OF THE GREAT INCE BELT COAL AND CANNEL FIELD. 

Probably the most extraordinary event in the history of coal mining in 
the neighbourhood of Wigan is the first opening of the Great Ince Belt 
Cannel Field, in the mines belonging to Messrs. Case and Morris, and called 
the Cannel and King Coal Mines or Seams. In this and the adjacent col- 
lieries within the same coal field, there is a distinct series of mines, including 
the Seven-feet, the Pemberton Four and Five-feet, and others ; while at the 
depth of about 600 yards lies the cannel, underneath which is the “ king coal,” and ower 
still the other mines of the same series. On Saturday week, Mr. Bryham, ‘ne onter- 
prising manager to the firm, had the satisfaction of seeing the cannel at 5%) yards from 
the surface, and he also had the still greater satisfaction of proving it °.9 be upwards ot 
3 ft. thick, and of an excellent quality. In sinking the shaft to this éfeat depth no water 
has been found, with the exception of a small quantity of a saline nature, which oozed 
from the strata, just before the cannel was reached. This pit is, we believe, the deepest 
in England with the exception of one now sinking at Du*, mfeld, which is rather more 
than 600 yards ; but, should this pit be sunk to the low?’,¢ seams, of course its depth, which 
would than be 820 yards, would far exceed that of "ily existing shaft. The deepest pit 
of the Ince Hall Company is the Arley Mine, abqut 414 yards, and the Kirkless Hall pit 
is 300 yards. Messrs. Case and Morris had hen for some time working the Pemberton 
Four-feet Mine at the depth of 300 yards, and at that distance from the surface they 
erected an engine, for the purpose of sink ‘ng to thecannel, which operation Was commenced 
about ten months since, so that the ptogression has been at the rate of 30 yards per month, 
Both the upcast and downcast shasts have been driven simultayeously, the one being 
12 ft. and the other 10 ft. in diameter. Communications have also been established at 
intervals, for the purpose of supplying the sinkers with air, 

This gigantic operation way be safely termed unparalleled in the history of coal mines, 
and the opening of the Ince Belt a valuale discovery, not only intrinsically, but also as 
being the means of solving various problems connected with the sctence of mining, the 
indication of successive seams, as they appear upon boring to one-third of a mile below 
the surface of the earth. The pit is a lasting proof of the success which always attends 
unflagging perseverance when guided by science, and as it is very likely that a still further 
depth will be reached, after the present seams of cannel and “ king coal” have been in 
some measure exhausted, considerable interest must attach to the result attendant upon 
the exertions of Mr. Bryham, under whose management the works have been carried on 
almost from the commencement. The “ king coal ” is expected to be of great thickness, 
and, if so, its acquisition Will be of still greater value as a reward for the labour and ex- 
pense incurred in sinking the shafts. Throughout the whole distance continuous strata 
of stone and heavy pyrites have presented themselves, and on considering the progressive 
operations of blasting, which have enabled the miners to attain this enormous depth, we 
cannot but be amazed. In sinking the shaft 11 workable seams of coal have been passed 
through, which in the aggregate are 46 ft. in thickness. 





Mexican anp SovtH American Mixinc Compaxy.—A meeting of 
shareholders was held last week, tor the purpose of considering a proposal 
made for the purchase of the property of the company in Chili. Mr. R. P. 
Harding (the official manager) stated that ever since the date of the wind- 
ing-up order he had been in communication with parties with a view of 
disposing of the company’s property in Chili, in a manner beneficial to the 
contributories. Within the last few weeks he had received y communication from 
Messrs. Heatley, Evans, and Co., the bankers of the company in Chili, offering to pur- 
chase the company’s works, plant, and stock, on the foilowing terms :—For the works, 
plant, and copper in bottom of Herradura and Caldera, in Chili, 20,000/. ; for the steamer. 
8000/.; for the stocks of copper ores, coals, bricks, &c., 30,000/., or such sum, more or 
less, as on valuation the stocks may amount to. By the accounts furnished by the 
company’s agent, Mr. Barnes, to Dec. 31 last, after making large allowances for depreci- 
ation, that gentleman estimated the company’s property at that date as follows :—Stock 
of ores, &c., 45,0001. ; Herradura works, 54,000/.—total, 99,000/.; but those figures were 
nothing like the amount wt which they stood in the company’s books; the Herradura 
and Caldera works, ensils, &c., having cost the company between 117,000. and 
118,000/. Messrs. Fieatley, who now offered to purchase, on behalf of themselves and 
others, were, at the date of the winding-up order, creditors to the company for 88,000/., 
for which they ‘held bills against proceeds of copper then afloat, and since realised to the 
extent of 60-00/., leaving due to them 28,000/., for which a charge upon the company’s 
property Pad been executed to them, and under which, according to the Chilian law, they 
were emtitied to proceed to sale, and if they ditl so a great sacrifice would be the result. 
Messrs. Huth, Gruming, and Co., had also a very large claim upon the company, for 
which they held similar security. He (Mr. Harding) had arranged with Messrs. Heat- 
ley not to proceed to a forced sale, but to wait, in order to afford an opportunity of dis- 
posing of the property more advantageously. The object of the present meeting was to 
take the sense, and ascertain the views, of the contributories, whether they thought it 
expedient to sell at the price offered or not. He did not mean to say that it was the 
value of the property, but from its peculiar character, and the distance at which it was 
Situated, they must consider whether a larger offer could be obtained. If it were ac- 
cepted, the deficiency to be met would be 110,000/., assuming all the creditors’ claims to 
be sustained, against many of which, amounting to about 60,000/., great objections had 

n raised, and on which the opinion of the Court would be taken. He must, however, 
inform the shareholders, that for all those debts so claimed against the company, it ap- 
peared the company had obtained the money ; and what the result of resisting the claims 
would be he could not tell. The Copiapo Company had some time back offered 15,0007. 
for the Caldera works, and, probably, at tat time 16,000/. might have been obtained, 
but they had since erected works for themselves.—The Chairman said it would be satis- 
factory to the meeting to hear some statement of the liabilities of the company.—Mr. 
Harding replied, that the claims in dispute upon loans, bills, &e., amounted to from 
60,0007. to 65,0001. ; of which Messrs. Barclay held some, Messrs. Cotton and Trueman 
20,0002. worth, and which would be tried by Barclay’s case, now before the Rolls’ Court. 
while the claims for goods, &c., which were already decided upon, amounted to about 
45,0001., sq that amount, at all events, must be met. There was also a claim by Mr. 
Schneider for 5000/. The liabilities in Chili were 100,0002. at the time of the winding- 
up; Messrs. Heatley’s claim had since, however, been greatly reduced, and there were 
few ather local liabilities; and, according to calculation at the present time, if the 
50,0001. were accepted, there would be a balance in the contributories’ favour from Chili 
of about 10,000/., after satisfying all claims there. The number of contributories already 
fixed represented 17,000 shares, of which two-thirds were believed to be good. Several 
Parties had applied to him who were desirous of compromising their liability, but the 
lowest sum he could name, under present circumstances, was 8/. per share. The Chair- 
man, Mr. Matthew Flower, and Mr. Wilson (of Thomson, Hankey, and Co.) were ap- 
pointed a committee, with power to) add to their number, and the proceedings were ad- 
journed until July 21. 

Practicay Mixtyc—Improvements 1x Bortnc.—In driving levels and 

in tunnelling three-fourths of the time is occupied in boring, and the remaining one- 
fourth in charging and blasting, so that an improvement whereby boring is effected in 
one-tenth of the time usually required is a desiderataum. The engineering difficulties 
met with ip making the great tunnel through the Alps, from Modane to Bardonéche, has 
vaused & contrivance to be invented which wil! be of general utility in mining opera- 
tions. The crest of the mountain through which the tunnel is to pass being about one 
mile above the level of the tunnel, the ordinary mode of sinking shafts and commencing 
from several points simultaneously was out of the question ; and as the tunnel could only 
be worked from the two extremities, it was calculated that it would require 36 years to 
complete it. To overcome the difficulty, Messrs. Sommeiller, Grattone, and Grandis, 
three Sardinian engineers, proposed a peculiar system of perforation and ventilation, in 
the application of which they avail themselves of the abundance of water which exists 
in the locality. Their invention consists of an hydraulic air-condenser and a perforating 
instrument. The condenser is a syphon turned with its orifices upward, one of which 
is in communication with a stream of water, and the other with a reservoir of air. 
The water passes down the first branch, enters the second, and by its pressure condenses 
the air, which is then forced into the reservoir. By the opening of a valve the water in 
the syphon is then let out, and the operation recommences. The induction and educ- 
tion valves are worked by a small machine, operating by the force of a column of water, 
communicating with another reservoirabove, <A fall of about 24 ft. is sufficient to con- 
dense the air to six atmospheres, which is equal to a pressure of nearly 70 ft. of water 
The condensed air is used first as a motive power, and then for ventilation. As a motive 
power it is used to work the perforators, and the mode by which these little machines 
are worked affords a proof of the poss‘oility of employing compressed air for that pur- 
pose with advantage. By this meays blast holes may be bored through the hardest 
syenite in 1-12th the time usually taken; and another advantage gained is that 18 per- 
forators may be set to work whee there would scarcely be sufficient room for six miners. 
It is estimated that by these eontrivances, combined with machinery for removing the 
rubbish, &., the time ree,dired for the completion of the undertaking will be reduced 
from 36 years to 6 years. The rate at which the work is progressing is at present about 
646 ft. per day, 3 ft. Zin. at each side of the mountain. 





THE CaLoaic Excine.—We have already stated that the indefatigable 
Capt. Ericsso”, js at last being rewarded for his exertions in proving the applicability of 
caloric 48% motive power. In New York and its vicinity his last engine is daily be- 
coming ‘fore in use, many of the most respectable houses already having them in ope- 
ration, and orders have heen executed for other parts of the American continent, espe- 
cially for California. where it is expected, from the reception which it has met with, the 
caloric engine will, toa great extent, supersede the windmills and hand labour employed. 
It appears, however, that the use of the engine ix not to be confined to the United 
States, since a caloric engine has just been shipped by Captain Ericsson to the Pasha of 
Egypt, who intends to use it for irrigating some of his ornamental grounds. Its pywer 
has been tested and proved ample to raise 1000 gallons of water per hour 120 ft. high, 
and at a slightly reduced speed the water can be raised to 160 ft. These engines are 
very economic, simple, and compact : that made for the Pasha is 6 ft. in length, and wil! 
run at. a cost of considerably less than one penny per hour. Where a small amount of 
cheap motive power is required this engine is unsurpassed, and will, no doubt, ere long 
be introduced into Europe.

Remarks.—During the past week our market has preserved an even 
course; the demand tor most metals has continued limited, and prices have 
scarcely undergone any variation. At the present moment there appears 
to be no spirit of enterprise, the account of the markets abroad being any- 
thing but flateering. Shippers are, consequently, discouraged in making 
further consignments, and merchants a yrs prefer just now confining 
their business to the narrowést limits, and only execute orders on com- 
mission. The home trade is by no means brisk; consumers and dealers 
buy sparingly, and speculators are not sanguine of any particular improve- 
ment in the market; at least not sufficient to justify any extensive purchase. 

Correr.—The market exhibits signs of weakness, and smelters are get- 
ting short of work. No difficulty is now experienced in buying this metal 
either in large or small quantities, sellers being more disposed to make a 
concession for a good order. The fall in the standard, however, influences 
buyers, and, in the face of gradually lower rates being given for ores, no 
one is disposed to give out any large contract. Should any further serious 
decline take place in the price of ores at the next ticketings, it is not im- 
probable that an alteration may be announced in fixed rates of manufac- 
tured, &c. 

Inon.—Rails are but in limited request, and prices may be quoted a 
shade lower. Specifications for merchant bars are much wanted by iron- 
masters, and concessions have been made where immediate assortments are 
handed. Swedish bars are still offering in the market at 13/. to 167., ac- 
cording to sizes required. Scotch pigs have mostly ranged about 52s. 3d., 
mixed numbers, g.m.b.,f.o.b. in Glasgow. On ’Change a slight improve- 
ment was reported, and the market closed at 52s. 6d., cash, sellers. 

Leap.—There has been very little doing, and the amount of business 
transacted has been unimportant, prices having a declining tendency, and 
sellers eagerly seek offers tor English pig, &c. 

Spe.cter.—Our market keeps steady, holders exhibit firmness at 24/., 
but enquiries are at limits averaging 231. to 23/. 15s., with buyers lighter. 
The stock here is heavy, but prices on the other side are rather higher. 
The steadiness of the market rests more particularly upon the stability of 
holders here, and it is stated that a large quantity is held by one or two 
strong houses. Ptdviding, therefore, that advices from Hamburg do not 
come lower, after a few parcels that are now in dealers’ hands are cleared 
off, it is not unlikely that higher prices may be realised; at the same time, 
if a few weak holders bear upon the market the price may recede to 23/. 

Tiy.—In English the demand has much improved, consequent on the 
high price at which the Dutch sale went. The quantity sold at the sale 
was upwards of 190,000 slabs, averaging in price 68 1-5 fl.; a few lots 
reached 70 fl, The high figure which it sold for seemed to surprise most 
of the buyers, and it is generally believed that a very considerable quan- 
tity must have been bought by the Dutch houses for speculation. There 
is no occasion to alter the price of English unless the demand justifies it, 
which is very unlikely just at present, although several persons, perhaps, 
may be induced to effect purchases in anticipation of arise. These pur- 
chases, of course, would be simply for stock, or to sell again in our mar- 
ket at a profit. No doubt the speculators will do their best to push up 
prices, but it will be very difficult to maintain them, even if they do suc- 
ceed in their object. The English smelters would do well to consider the 
effect that a rise would have in the market before they attempt such a step: 
while business is afloat it would be better to secure it at present prices than 
allow buyers to supply themselves with Banca, for the instant that ad- 
vanced rates are quoted there will be an immense quantity offered for sale 
everywhere. Straits has been sold for cash at 117/.; holders now ask 
higher prices. 

Trx-PLates.—Makers are open for orders at previous quotations. 

Sreev.—No further transactions in Swedish keg have become known. 

QUICKSILVER maintains its position, and no attempt is made to obtain 
enhanced prices. aa 


LiverPoor, Jory 8.—Our metal market still presents but little worthy 
of notice. Manufactured iron continues to be only in limited demand, al- 
though, if anything, there are rather more orders in hand from the Conti- 
nent, and also for the Australian markets. Prices are nominally without 
change. Scotch pig-iron has been but sparingly enquired for, either for 
export or for speculation, and prices have scarcely altered since last week’s 
report. The shipments are 9603 tons, against 6740 tons for the correspond- 
ing week of last year. The Dutch sales of tin having resulted in somewhat 
better prices than were expected, the feeling with respect to prices is de- 
cidedly favourable to a rise, and it is a question whether smelters will now 
take orders for any considerable quantity at present rates. Tin-plates in 
consequence are held more firmly, and, in some instances, prices are now re- 
fused which would have been accepted a few days ago. In copper there 
is but a limited business doing. Parcels in second hands are still to be ob- 
tained under current quotations; there is, however, no pressure to sell. Lead 
shows no change; demand quiet. The following are the quotations:—Iron: 
Merchant bar, 6/. 10s. to 6. 15s. per ton.—Tin: Common block, 118/. per 
ton; common bar, 119/.; refined block, 121/.—Tin-plates: Charcoal, Ic.

Having visited this mine in 1836, soon after it was opened, I found it to con- 
Sist of a vein,on the edge of which were several glittering heaps or piles of galena which 
had been extracted : but what struck me as unpromising was—first, the narrowness 
of the vein (about 1 ft. 6 in.); secondly, the hardness of the rock it traversed; and 
thirdly, and above all, the rapid dip of the former, being almost vertical. 

Isub- 
sequently visited the Canada side, between Cornwall and Gananoqui, with the view 
of tracing the continuation of the vein into Canada; but with the exception of strong 
indications, such as crystals of galena and sulphate of barytes, I saw no traces of the 
vein.

made before the Lord Mayor, and, after a patient and careful hearing, js. 
missed. At that period, the causes which led to this unheard-of mode of 

ing were alluded to, and the animus which prompted the display o¢ 
vindictiveness laid bare. One would have imagined that, after a person had 
once exposed himself in a witness-box, and there made a most lamentab|, 
exhibition before a magistrate, he would not again have had the etfrontery 
to repeat the performance in the presence of a higher tribunal—at least, the 
motives and the consideration must have been commensurate with the work 
to be performed.

Tho 
acquainted with the interior management of Wheal Zion 12 montis sine’ 
are pertectly aware of the reasons of those who promoted this charge, ani 
the motives which instigated the unnecessary dragging before the public 
gentlemen who, it has been clearly proved before two tribunals, were to- 
tally innocent of the allegations made against them. Notwithstanding 
Mr. Stock wet has dealt in “ successfal investments,” the last does not 
appear to be one of them, and we would advise that for the future, in such 
proceedings, it would be as well if he could cure that singularly defective 
recollection which, unfortunately, he appears to labour under. 

In conclusion, it is only justice towards the defendants to record the 
emphatic language of the Lord Chief Justice of England, in characterisii, 
the case to the jury,—‘‘ I must say, Gentlemen,” said Lord Campsett, 
“this is a most improper and scandalous prosecution, and reflects the 
highest discredit upon the prosecutor. It is lamentable to see how charges 
of this kind may be brought against most innocent and honorable members 
of society, and I hope some check will be given to such vexatious proceetl- 
ings.” The law ought, indeed, to put a stop to such unscrupulous acts; | 
should be empowered not only to punish the contemptible puppets belore 
the curtain, but the designing knaves who play the strings behind. 








It has long been considered that some better means of enabling those 
liable to accidents from the explosion of steam-boilers more effectually to 
provide for those they leave behind them should be introduced, and we 
are glad to find that, with a view to accomplishing that object, a society 
has been established at Manchester, under he title of the Steam Bortee 
Assurance Company. An association of this description was first sug 
gested by the late Mr. Forsyrn, manager of the Atlas Boiler Works, who, 
it appears, attended a meeting on the Wednesday preceding the fearful = 
plosion at those works, whereby himself and eight others met an untimely 
death. At this meeting, he advised an assurance of lives against boiler 
explosions, and it is to be hoped that his fate will cause his advice to be 
immediately acted upon. We have already the Manchester and the Hnd- 
dersfield Associations for the Prevention of Steam Boiler Explosions, and, 
from the monthly reports we publish, it cannot be doubted that a large 
number of casualties are avoided through the investigations and vigilance 
of the officers of those associations; but the number of deaths resulting 
from boiler accidents is necessarily large, and when we consider that 
Manchester and its vicinity alone there are some 50,000 boilers, with an 
aggregate power of upwards of 1,000,000 horses, the necessity for as- 
surance is evideyt. ’

> | several others severely wounded. The boiler was torn into three 
large pieces, and a large stack was struck at its base by the heaviest of the 
ments and fell ; fortunately it fell from the sheds, and therefore did no 
injury. The damage is estimated at from 2500/. to 4000/., and 
during the repairs nearly 200 men will be thrown out of employ. ‘Thus, 
in a single week, the death of 13 men was caused by boiler casualties, and 
six or seven families have been left comparatively unprovided for, so that 
it wonld appear that the willingness of an insurance company to accept 
such risks upon easy terms only requires to be made known to secure them 
ap ample amount of business. 








The liquidators of the Asturian Mining Company have announced 
that on and after July 15 they will pay to the British proprietary a final 
dividend of 22. per share, making a total of 3/. 15s.; thus, out of a capital 
of 224,0001., they will have returned about 85,0002. 

It may be remembered under what most flattering auspices this associa- 
tion was first introduced to public notice in 1848; then it was the inten- 
tion of the directors, not only to open the collieries in the Asturias, but 
likewise to erect iron furnaces, from whence they proposed to supply the 
whole of the North of Spain, and a considerable portion of the th of 
France, with that valuable mineral. ‘They commenced lead and copper 
mines, and had likewise works for the reduction of cinnabar, drawn trom 
one of their own deposits, 

A baronet of considerable reputation was the Chairman, while on the board 
were several wealthy Anglo-Indians, numbering among them a director 
of the Hon. Hast India Company. A large and expensive staff was 
at the seat of operations. The British Consul was the commissioner at 
Gijon, the port of debarkation. In Oviedo, a colonel was the resident 
director, and under his immediate supervision was a treasurer and a staff 
of clerks. ‘ingineers, at heavy salaries, were riding about the country ; 
Frevch cooks superintended the enisine; while the bright and lustrous eyes 
of Dnlcineas offered recreation in the lighter moments, and alleviated by 
their smiles the languid tedium of a sultry southern sun. ‘There was 
a superintending mining manager, with a host of agents; and skilled me- 
chanics of all descriptions were engaged previous to there being any pro- 
fitable employment found for them. The ores that were raised did not 
pay one-tenth of their cost; the furnaces were found when put up to be 
defective, and the necessary consequence of this was that they had to be 
entirely reconstructed. Not content, however, with the almost Herculean 
task the directors had undertaken, they projected the construction of a 
railroad from Mieres to Aviles; and some of them joined in an impracti- 
cable scheme, which had the high-sounding name of the Royal North of 
Spain, and which was under royal patronage, and a number of landless and 
pennyless hidalgos, 

While no returns were being made to the proprietary, this expensive 
and inutile staff was still kept up. So long as the shareholders responded 
to the calls everything went pleasant enough; the climate was dehghtful, 
neither too hot nor too cold; all could leisurely indulge in. their siestas, 
and enjoy to their heart’s content the “ dolce far niente.” The share- 
holders, at last, began to make enquiries; the establishment was obliged 
to be reduced; quarrels took place among the proprietors; cabals were 
formed, and liquidators appointed. They held office for somewhere over 
twelve months, and the only object they achieved was the enfleavour to 
involve the company in endless litigation, a bill having been filed in 
Chancery for that purpose; this was disputed by Mr. Mackenzie, one of 
the present liquidators, and no more was heard of the gentleman and his 
colleagues, who in endeavouring to settle the affairs of the association 
further embroiled them. 

The next phase in which the company appeared was under the guidance 
of trustees, one of these being an original promoter of this, and a projector 
of several other companies. By their influence the seat of direction was 
removed from London to Paris; a covenant was made by which, on the 
English shareholders giving up their property at a sacrifice, they were to 
receive a yearly dividend. 

This promise, however, was not fulfilled; a variety of causes for this, 
which it is bootless here to reter to, were assigned, one of the most signi- 
ficant being, that after the works had made a profit the manager had been 
robbed by his own servants. For a considerable period affairs were in an 
unsatisfactory state; the British shareholders had nominated two directors 
to represent their interests. These were Mr. Joun CUNNINGHAME FAIRLIE 
and Mr. Kennetn Mackenzte; the first was a gentleman of declining 
health, and consequently the responsibility devolved upon his colleague. 

An offer having been made for the wwe bw of the property, which other- 
wise, it was plain to be seen, would be irretrievably lost, or, to say the least, 
of no value to the English proprietary, was accepted on their part by Mr. 
Kennera Mackenzie ; the first instalment was paid last May, and the 
final one was due in the ensuing July; at that period it was not forth- 
coming, and it is only now that it is in the hands of the liquidators in order 
to return back to the shareholders a portion of that money which the most 
sanguine of them could never imagine would have been recovered. 

Mr. Mackenzie has exercised a sound discretion in eschewing law pro- 
ceedings before foreign tribunals, where he would have had to contend with 
all Sorts of equivocations and delays, and which might have been prolonged 
ad infinitum, or at least so long as any of the property remained which 
could be realised. The money so obtained must be considered as a “brand 
snatched from the burning;” had it not been for the exertions of their sole 
representative for the last three years they would not now be in their com- 

tively fortunate position. It now behoves them to rendcr honour where 

‘onour is due. The services accorded to them by Mr. K. Mackenzir 
cannot be appreciated by a money value; but there are graceful modes 
of recognition that can he offered, alike honourable to those who give and 
they who receive them.

Now, in order to arrive at some practical results from the above figures, 
let us suppose that in June, 1857, we had purchased a share in each of the 
mines named, at the then cost of 1485/., and invested the like amount in 
the railways, and also in the banks.

London and County, 7 prem. on 20/. paid; London and Westminster, 25 
prem. on 202, paid, or 125 per cent.; Pinion of London, 14 prem. on 107.

Vestern Bank of London, 19 dis. on 507. paid, or 38 per cent. dis.; Oriental, 
15 prem. on 251. paid. 

In Mrxes—The amount paid on Devon Consols is 1/. per share, so that 
they are at a premium of 48,500 per cent.; Mary Ann, 38 prem. on 8/. 
paid, or 575 per cent.; Trelawny, 21} prem. on 4} paid; Basset, 195/. 
prem. on 5/. paid, or 3900 per cent.; Grambler and St. Aubyn, 9 per cent.

It may be remarked by some of our readers, that we have chosen eight 
mines best suited to our argument; but, be it remembered, we have also 
taken the best railways and the best banks in England, and the result is 
evident to all. We have always advocated the purchase in six or eight 
dividend mines as the best investment of the day, the choice of numbers 
being upon the principle of the division of risks insuring a profit on the 
aggregate. It will also be remarked by some, that the 'osses on specu- 
lative mine far more than counterbalance the gains on the dividend mines. 
Granted. But those who embark in young mines do so knowing them to 
be pure speculations. They look for certain points to come off, which, if 
successful, realise them large profits, and, if failures, end in loss. But, 
unlike railways and banks, every shareholder in a mine knows his liability, 
and can determine it at the end of any current month; for, under the Cost- 
book System, the accounts of all well-conducted mines are made up every 
two or three months, and audited by the shareholders themselves, or by 
those who attend the regularly convened meetings; and any shareholder, 
by signing a regular form of relinquishment, and paying ap his proportion 
of liabilities to the day of his signing, is freed from all further responsibility. 
Far different is it in banks and railways—the sword of Damocles is sus- 
pended over the heads of too many in the former, and the experience of 
the past twelve month in banks, shows that one may consider himself a 
man of fortune one, day, and on the next be involved in misery and ruin. 
And lastly, we uphold that during the railway mania more money was 
lost in abortive schemes than has been employed in Cornish mining for 
ten years; and more has been lost in one bank during the past year than 
has been lost in Cornish mines, putting all together, for the last 20 years. 








REVIEW OF BRITISH MINING FOR THE QUARTER 
ENDING JUNE 30, 1858.

Notwithstanding the continued abundance and the cheapness of money, 
the commercial interests of the country remain in a comparatively inactive 
state. Various reasons are assigned for this apparently anomalous state of 
things. The uncertainty atterding the progress of public affairs at home, 
the complication and alleged mystery of foreign politics, and the drain of 
gold from the Bank, are among some of the causes which it is stated have 
exercised an unfavourable influence. But that which has mainly contri- 
buted to the existing depression is, no doubt, the unsatisfactory revelations 
attending the investigations into insolvent estates in the past eight months, 
which have seriously damaged credit, and greatly impaired confidence in 
men generally of all classes and positions. It has been proved, also, that 
trade had been overdone, much of it having been fictitious, and now, when 
it is brought within its legitimete limits, it produces a reaction in industrial 
oe emg which cannot fail to have a prejudicial effect for a time. It is pro- 
vable, however, that the present inanition will be followed by a sudden 
change, in the extension of trade, and fresh channels being opened for the 
employment of capital; the prespects of the harvest, the more settled aspect 
of political affairs, and the low price of money, tending to this conclusion. 
The only apprehension is that, as on like occasions betore, there will be an 
inclination to rush from one extreme to another, and thus produce results 
equally disastrous to the public as those we have been of late experiencing. 
Much caution and discrimination will, therefore, have to be exercised by 
those who intend to speculate or invest. 

That the mining intcrest is suffering with other pursuits is too well known 
to those who are engaged in it. But it must also be admitted that the mines 
generally are not looking or doing so well as they were one or two years 
ago. In the past quarter, the sum of 74,4512. has been divided by British 
mines, against 131,098/.* in the corresponding quarter of 1857, being a de- 
crease of 56,647/.; while the amount paid by British and Irish mines in 
the first six months of 1858 is 174,399/7., against 261,0477.¢ in the first six 
months of 1857, showing a falling off of 86,6487. In the first six months 
of 1856 the amount was 221,842/. These unsatisfactory results are partly 
owing to the low prices given for the ores, which has also induced some 
companies to keep back their supplics; but it is to be feared that the mines 
are not really so productive as they were. Some of the progressive mines 
will probably increase their returns when more ground is laid open, and 
this, with further discoveries, may be expected to show a better condition 
of things before long.

there is a large decrease in the quantity of ore, and in the amount realised, 
while, though the average produce or richness of the ore is slightly higher, 
yet the price per ton is considerably less. The quantity of fine copper 
which the mines of Cornwall and Devon yielded in the past six months is 
4184 tons below that for the first six months of 1857, while the latter was 
about 445 tons below the first six months of 1856. The year 1857 showed 
a decrease of 1346 tons 12 cwts. under 1856, and 395 tons under 1855. 
Unless, therefore, foreign ores should come in to fill up this deticiency in 
the home production, the price of copper should become firm as soon as 
trade improyes.

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 
(PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT] 
; Jury 8.—The Cog! and Iron Trades here present no new feature of 
interest, except tliat the weather has become very much colder, which en- 
courages the ‘nome trade a little. 


Anotlier fatal accident has occurred at the Derwent Mines ; a man 
nametl Isaac Batey, with three others, were working in a vein, when a 
poruon of the roof gave way and covered him. Some time elapsed before 
he could be extricated from his awful position—he only breathed a few 
minutes after being got out. An inquest was held on the body on Satur- 
day, by Mr. Favell, and a verdict returned of ‘“ Accidental Death.” 

A few davs ago two commissioners appointed by the Government arrived 
at Newcastle for the purpose of making experiments with a view to test the 
accuracy of those recently made by Messrs. Richardson, Longridge, and others, 
upon the properties of the Hartley steam-coals, and also the Welch steam- 
coals. They commenced operations at Elswick, the scene of the formertrials. 
Nothing as to the result has as yet transpired ; it will, of course, require 
some time to make the necessary experiments. We cannot expect any- 
thing positive as the result of their investigations in less than a month, 
but of course T shall keep you fully imformed. The result will be looked 
forward to with much interest by the owners of steam-coal collieries and 


others, as their decision will certainly have sume influence on the value of | 


this important section of our collieries. 

4s special meeting of the Northern Institute of Mining Engineers was 
held on Thursday last, for the purpose of discussing the papers of Mr. L 
Marley and Mr. Bewick, on the “ Cleveland Ironstone” (Mr. N. Wood, 
the President, in the chair), and a very interesting discussion took place on 
this important subject. The importance of this immense deposit of iron 
1s now well known and recognised. Mr. Marley presented some excellent 
specimens of the ore to the institute, and Mr. Bewick also exhibited speci- 
mens of the ore from Rosedale Abbey, his paper bearing particularly on 
this locality; some of those specimens were from the Magnetic Quarry 
there, the ore being highly magnetised. A considerable deal of discussion 
ensued on this formation, known as the Magnetic (Quarry, some strenu- 
ously advocating the opinion that it has been thrown up by igneous action; 
—that it is, in fact, a basaltic dyke; while others contend that it has been 
formed by a slip dyke, the regular veins of ore having been thrown toge- 
ther in a very remarkable manner. It is not a vein of ore, neither is it 
nodular, but has becn termed by some columnar, being thrown together in 
form something analogous to huge columns. This ore is of a very rich 
quality, and it differs from the regular veins in this respect, that it contains 
no organic remains whatever. The map which accompanies Mr. Marley’s 
paper is of great importance, as it shows the position of the different beds 
which run through the Cleveland district. The iron ore consists of three 
main beds. Two small seams of coal are found also in a part of the 
mineral field, but they appear to be but thin, and only of small extent. 
Some discussion also took place on the probability of the coal seams of 
South Durham being continued imte the Cleveland district : an ideal sec- 
tion given by Mr. Marley appears to favour the idea that such may pos- 
sibly be the case. This view, however, is opposed by many scientific and 
practical gentlemen, who fully believe that those seams rise up to the mag- 
nesian limestone before reaching the neighbourhood of the Cleveland iron- 
stone. It appears to us that the line drawn on this ideal séction is taken 
from a point too near the bottom of the coal basin to be of much value, as 
it is well known that the rise in all coal basins gradually increases from 
the lowest point, and has its greatest rise near the point of outcrop. The 
subject, however, is one of much interest, and cannot, with our present 
knowledge, be definitely settled ; and we ought not to be too dogmatic in 
our decision on such subjects, especially when we recollect that not very 
many years have elapsed since it was fully believed that this same mag- 
nesian limestone terminated the coal seams in South Durham. 








REPORT rrom YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, axp LANCASHIRE. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD. } 

Jury &.—The quarterly meetings of the Iron Trade, which commenced 
on Wednesday at Wolverhampton, do not appear likely to furnish any 
accurate solution of the circumstances which have tended to depress the 
trade, and to maintain that depression for a period much longer than was 
ever anticipated by the most learned trade prophet. It would seem that 
the Staffordshire makers have become fully sensible of the permanent 
injury which has been inflicted upon the trade of that district by the inferior qualities of 
iron which were manufactured by some makers last year, for the purpose of enabling 
them to undersell their fellow ironmasters. This system was confined almost exclu- 
sively to South Staffordshire. The quarterly meetings are not likely to exercise much 
influence on the trade. They are reported duller than has been remembered for some 
time past, and the members of the trade seem unable to devise a remedy. The falling 
off in the export demand, which for the last few years has been very considerable, is no 
doubt the chief cause; and this, with the depression in our manufacturing trades, has 
also asssisted in the general result. The fron trade in these counties is tolerably good 
as compared with that of other districts. There are few houses making short time. 

The Coa! Trade is dull, and there is not much doing, on account of the depressed state 
ofthe trade. As we predicted, the formation of the Colliers’ Union is leading to a state 
of litigation between masters and men, which is exceedingly undesirable. On Wednes- 
day four of the men who were supposed to be the ringleaders in the late strike at the 
Oaks Colliery, near Barnsley, were brought up at the Barnsley Court-house, charged 
with leaving their work without a fortnight’s notice, in accordance with the rules of 
the colliery. The masters employed Mr. Blanshard, a barrister of the northern circuit, 
and Re:order of Doncaster. The turn-outs secured the services of Mr. Roberts, of Man- 
chester, the colliers’ attorney-geueral, who made a very able speech for the men; but 
the magistrates committed four of them to the Wakefield House of Correction for one 


! 


month each, with hard labour. The case excited great interest, and the Court-house and 
its approaches were densely packed with colliers. | 

The heavy rating of many ofthe collieries in the South Yorkshire district has long been | 
a matter of complaint, and there appears to be little hope of any alteration. The great 
expense of appealing, or referring, to an arbitrator is such as to cause parties in some in- | 
stances to pay rather than make the outlay which an arbitration involves. A case has | 
just been furnished by Messrs. Charlesworth. ‘Chat firm was rated to the township of | 
Dodworth at nearly 6000/., and the rating having been disputed, it was referred to Mr. 
Pickering, Q.C. That gentlomgn relieved them considerably; but the reference cost them 
nearly 800!.; and the cost to the township, which was allowed by the auditor last week, 
was 647/. lds. It is said that Messrs. Charlesworth offered to provide for the whole of 
the paupers belonging to the township if they were exempted from the rate. 

The Dunston and Bartow Irog Company, near Chesterfield, arc making great progress 
in the completion of their new works, situated at Sheepbridge. The three blast furnaces 
are nearly completed, and the whole of the works present a scene of great bustle and | 
activity. There have becn several other cases brought into the County Court against 
masters for wrongfu! disimissaly but the Judge (Mr. Walker) ruled that as the masters 
had fixed the hours, and the men had agreed to them, they (the men) could not alter 
them without giving the usual gotice, and, therefore, nonsuits were returned in each case. 

The late accident on the M@land Railway, near Chesterfield, has resulted in two 
deaths. The stoker, Wm. Hickling, the driver, James Bennett, and the signal man, 
Ambrose Blackham, have been gommitted on a charge of manslaughter. 

There is nothing new in the leat mining district of Derbyshire this week with regard 
to mines in progress of development. A new company is being formed to work the 
“ Fairplay ” vein at Peak Forest, which is likely to prove a good mine. A new company 
is also being formed to work a mine ut Roland Hassop, which affords promise of becoming 
# prosperous undertaking. 

I may notice a very interesting spectacle connected with spinning and manufacturing 
—that of four steam-engines, of 75-horse power cach, all in one engine-house, placed two 
and two, with a fly-wheel to each pair. Several ladies and gentlemen assembled to see 
them first put in motion, and not the slightest hitch occurred ; indeed, they started with 
as regular and smooth an action as if they had been at work fur weeks. They are toturn 
the machinery in the fine new spinning and power-loom factory of Messrs. Thomas Tay- 
lor and Brothers, of Wigan; and certainly in ne other manufactory in Great Britain, or 
anywhere else therefore, is sucha sight to be secon. They exceed in beauty the two en- 
gines of 150-horse power each, which are working side by side in the engine-house of the 
older mill; but there is a ponderyusness in the latter, and a majesty in their movements, 
and in that of their huge fy-wheel, which produce a greater impression of power on the 
mind of the spectator. These mills, with another in a different part of the town, be- 
longing to the same firm, will consume at least 500 bales of cotton weekly, which, we 
believe, exceeds the consumption of any other single concern in the world. 1t was very 
striking to stand in the middle of an immense room, which is to contain 1600 to 1700 
looms, and to carry one’s eye into another, not so vast, though still large, into which 
there are openings from the former 








THE IRON any METAL TRADES or STAFFORDSHIRE. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT AT WOLVERHAMPTON. } 
Jury 9.—The past week, although it has furnished little new in regard 
to the state of the Iron Trade in respect to actual operations at the works, 


yet has supplied a somewhat novel feature in relation to prices. The 
quarterly meetings at Wolyerhampton, on Wednesday, and on the follow- 
ing day at Birmingham, were chiefly occupied in discussing a proposition 
to reduce the * list prices’ 10s. a ton, but no decision could be come to at 
all satisfactory to all the first-class houses. There is little doubt, howe 
ever, that at Dudley, to-day (Saturday), some arrangement will be come 
to whereby the makers, who are feeling the pressure of competition, will 
consider themselves at liberty to send out circulars announcing a reduction 
in price, for both home and American orders, of 10s. per ton. 

There is a partial strike amongst the thick coal workers at West Brom- 
wich and the district, consequent upon a notice to drop their wages. 

The quarterly meeting of the North Staffordshire Coal and [ron Masters’ Association 
was held at Stoke-upon-Trent,on Thursday ,the Ist inst. There was a good attendance 
of members, amd Mr. K. Heath presided. Notice was given to call a special meeting of 
the association, to consider whether it was not necessary to make a reduction in the pre- 
sent rate otf wages in the depressed state ot the trade. Some of the members reported 
that the ironstone miners in their employ had made an application tor an advance of 
wages ; but it Was the unanimots opinion of the meeting that it was totally impossible 
in the present prospects of the trade to entertain such an application. The mecting re- 
solved that the prices for the next quarter shoul: remain unaltered for ironstone, pig-iron, 
and manufactured iron. The iron-works in the district were reported to be in full work, 
but prices continue low. For ironstone and pig-iron it was stated that there were a good 
many enquiries, but no amendment in prices could be reported at present. 

Several of the principal employers of chainmakers at Cradley Heath and Lye Waste, 
near Dudley, have consented to give their men the rates they demand ; and, with re- 
ference to the other masters, the men say they will not commence work till they (the 
men) experience the like treatment. 
| Lord Ward visited Dudley on Tuesday last, in.pected some alterations that were pro- 
} gressing at the school of Design there, and gave 150/. towards their completion. 

The fourth annual award of prizes in connection with the Lronand Coalmasters’ Scheme 
in Shropshire took place at Shiftnal, on Saturday last. The schools embraced in the 
scheme are Madeley, Madeley Wood, Lronbridge, shiffnal, Coalbrook Dale, Broseley, Don- 
ington Wood, Ketley, Lilleshall, and Pool Hill. The successful candidates, with their 
teachers, attended, together with the clergy and other gentlemen taking an interest in 
the schools. Among those present were the Rev. J. P. Norris, Her Majesty's Inspector 
of Schools. Eurl Granville, who had been expected to preside, was prevented doing se 
by his duties in the House of Lords, and, in his absence, Mr. H. Dickinson, Severn 
House, was called to the chair. Mr. Dickinson, in introducing the business, said he was 
very sorry to find the operations of the society partial; in one school in particular he 
found the attendance very imperfect, in consequence of the practice of parents, unable to 
resist the temptation waes afforded, taking their children from school. The prizes were 
then distributed. Mr. Anstice was not prepare, he said, with statistics on the subject, 
but he had no doubt the scheme had induced boys and girls to remain longer at school 
than previously ; and the after prizes to pupils of night and Sunday schools had a won- 
derful effect. 

A case of some importance to colliery proprictors came before the magistrates at the 
Wolverhampton Petty Sessions on Wednesday last. Mr. John W. M. Sparrow, iron- 
master, and proprictor of coal pits situate at Moseley Hole, near Wolverhampton, was 
summoned by the Trustees of the Wolverhampton Turnpike Koads for retusing to allow 
a surveyor of the trustees to examine his pits, the working of which was undermining 
the said roads, thereby endangering the lives of the public. Mr. Harris, clerk to the 
trustees, produced the Act of Parliament, which empowered the trustees to appoint a 
person to descend any pit whenever danger to the roads was observable from their work- 
ing. He also produced the resolution which appointed Mr. George James as surveyor. 
Mr. James said that, in consequence of the roa/l near Mr. Sparrow's pits becoming im- 
passable, he requested he might be allowed to descend the pits and inspect them. Mr. 
sparrow, however, declined to allow him to do so. Mr. Kettle, magistrate, said there 
must be a conviction. Mr. Sparrow would be fined 10/., to be reduced to 1s. and costs, 
if the surveyor were allower to descend the pits an!l make his report upon the damage 
done, compensation for which the trustees could reecver in another way. 

Two cases of fall of earth in collieries, in which, after great labour had been bestowed 
to extricate the persons buried, another fall took place, occurred last week—one at Bilston 
and the other at Hanley. Inthe former case, # young man, named Enoch Williams, was 
excavating a pit, when he was suddenly buried uncer a fall of earth. Vigorous efforts 
were employed to extricate him from his perilous pesition. During the night the men 
who were at work above him were cheered to find that he was alive, and was aware of 
the exertions that were being made to disentomb him. By four o'clock on Thursday 
morning he was nearly released, and asked from beneath the earth whether it was morn- 
ing, and ifdaylight had come. The workmen scarcely hal time to reply before another 
full of earth took place, from which they themselves narrowly escaped, and which must 
at once have terminated the existence of the unhappy man whom they were seeking to 
extricate. Operations were as soon as possible renewed, and Williams was reached at 
six o'clock. He wus then, however, quite dea. 

In the other case, a fall of earth, which buric+ two men, took place at Ubberley Col- 
liery, near Hanley. Exertions were promptly madeto rescue them, and aftera time one 
man, whose name is Miller, was extricated, when it was discovered that, in addition to 
other Injuries, one of his thighs was broken. Before the second man could be dug out a 
second fall of earth took place, and when his body was found life wasextinct. His name 
was George Nixon, living at Catflelds, Northwood, aad he was 54 years of age. 

At Wolverhampton, yesterday (Thursday) atternom, Wm. Jones,an engine tenter, by 
being at his fire when he ought to have been at his eagine, drew a «kip over the pulley, 
at Poole’s Fields. There were three men in the skip at the time, two jumped out and 
were saved, but the other was precipitated down the shaft (150 yards) and killed. 


The following remarks on electro-plating from a notice of the Aston-Hall, Exhibition 
of Arts, appeared in the Birmingham Journal of Saturday last :—“ Under the old system 
of manufacture, the base of all plated articles was copper plated with silver, the adhe- 
sion of the silver being effected by soldering together a thickness of copper and silver, 
and thereafter passing the same through rolls until the necessary thickness was arrived 
| at, the copper and silver elongating together. It will, however, be at once understood 
| there were three disadvantages arising from this mode of production; firstly, that 
the several parts of the article made could only te attached together by means ot 
soft or tin solder ; secondly, that the ornamental mauldings, stamped out of thin silver 
and filled with lead, speedily became, by cleansing, so thin that the filling showed 
through ; and thirdly, that the article, unless the coating was very thick, soon displayed 
the red colour of the copper foundation. Opposed to these defects, we have great supe- 
riority by the adoption of the new process. The waite metal foundation does not so 
speedily show, the mounts may he cast in the same metal, every portion of the 
article nay be soldered together with hard solder, ant it may be silvered in a complete 
state, with this very great advantage, that by the old process the coating of silver by 
bending becomes thinner, and is 1 tly by el ing more readily removed;

We have had occasion more than once to refer to the custom prevalent among the 
miners in South Wales of building little houses, or sheds, in a night, under the impres 
sion that if the task be accomplished daybreak the law cannot interfere. 4 hou, 
sixty of these miserable dwellings have been raised, from time to time, between Rhyimney 
and Dowlais, and the whole of them were recently levelled to the ground, Many 
still remain scattered in different parts, but the colliers will be called upon to turn ont 
of them, aud seek a refuge elsewhere. The owners of estates are now becoming part). 
cular on the subject, and the agents are ejecting interlopers with no very merciful hang 
There has lately been a yreat scarcity of water experienced at Rhymney, and much in. 
convenience has in consequence been felt. A new reservoir, however, is being fitted up, 
which will prevent the recurrence of the evil, The works, as we have intimated above, 
are doing a tolerably steady business at the present moment. 

It is reported that some French gentlemen have been on a trip through the Aberdare 
Valley, for the purpose of “ picking up information ” with regard to the manufacture o/ 
iron.

FOREST. OF DEAN MINERAL CUSTOMS. 

In our last Journal we briefly referred to a memorial to the Commis. 
sioners of Woods and Forests, and now subjoin the memorial and Mr. 
Howard's reply in extenso. The whole question appears to rest upon the 
25th section of the Ist and 2d Vict., cap. 43; and although Mr. Howan) 
may consider that a license to erect whatever machinery may be requisite 
for working a gale i. necessary to fulfil the requirements of that clause, we 
contend that the least that could be done is to refer the matter to the law 
officers. The 23d section of the said Act authorises the grant of ales ty 
open mines, and the 25th section empowers the Commissioners to grant to 
“any free miner, or other person entitled toa gale or mining work,” a leave 
for not more than 31 years, of not more than 1} acres of the urieuclosel 
portion of the forest for the erection of buildings or machinery for the ivore 
convenient working of the mine. This provision Mr. Howard deems ty 
include a// buildings and machinery, whilst the colliery proprietors con. 
sider that it extends only to such as are not absolutely required for the 
working of the mine; and it certainly appears unreasonable to grant the 
right to work a mine without the power to erect the necessary machinery 
being included. Morcover, the Commissioners appointed by the said Act 
expressed their opinion that the Crown then (at the time of passing the 
Act) held a large tract of minerals in the Forest, as it were ** under lock 
and key,” by means of their command of the surface, and added that the 
strata so abounded with water that when the mines are deep *‘steam-engines 
and machinery are indispensable.” Again the first of the Commissioners’ 
“ Rulesand Regulations ” declared that every holder of a gale shall be entitled 
to the free and unrestricted use and enjoyment of all levels, &c., belonging 
or appertaining to his gale, with liberty to dig, sink, work, and drive, &c., 
for the purpose of mining and working the said gales. Now, although it 
would be almost unreasonable to suppose that the right to dig, sink, and 
work a mine could be exercised without the use of machinery, the question 
is more completely decided by the 7th rule, which directs thut no stean: 
or fire-engine shall be erected within any enclosure, or within 60 yards of 
its fence, without the previous sanction of the Board of Trade. Since if 
no steam-engine could be erected in any part of the Forest without sanction, 
it would have been unnecessary to provide that sanction should be obtained 
for their erection within or near enclosures. Admitting, however, that 
these statements are not conclusive evidence, that the opinion entertained 
by the colliery proprietors is correct, we think few would assert the justice 
of an opposite opinion being acted upon without the law officers of the 
Crown being first consulted. 

To the Hon. Jawes KennetH Howarp, the Commissioner of Her Majesty's Woots, 
Forests, and Land Revenues, and Gaveller of Her Majesty’s Forest of Dean. 

THE MEMORIAL of the undersigned owners, lessees, and occupiggs of coal and tron 
mines and gales in the said Forest of Dean, and Hundred of St. Briavels, ; 

Humbly sheweth,—That several of your memurialists have lately been greatly sur- 
prised at being required to take out leases for the sites necessary for the continuance d 
erection of the steam and other engines and machinery indispensable for the due 0, *at0s 
and working of their respective mines and works. 

That your memorialists being unable to view such requirement otherwise than as at 
variance with and in contradjetion to the object and spirit of the Act of Parliament of the 
Ist and 2d Vict., chap. 43, and the award rules and regulations founded thereon, venture 
respectfully to submit for your consideration the following remarks, explanatory of thr 
grounds on which they conceive themselves by right entitled to all necessary sites for 
the erection of steam aud other engines and machinery indispensable for the due openins 
and working of their said mines and works, though under an obligation by the 25th ser - 
tion of the said Act to obtain leases from your honourable board for the requisite sites 
for the erection of any house, building, or machinery for the more convenient working 
of their said mines and works. 

That in attempting to elucidate their views, and in the hope of condensing as much as 
pousible these remarks, your memorialists would propose to call your attention to the 
following authorities, confirmatory of their views seriatim.—1, To the aforesaid Act of 
Parliament.—2. To the preliminary observations to the award of the Commissioners 
appointed by the said Act;—and 3. To the rules and regulations laid down by the said 
Commissioners. 

And first as respects the said Act.—Your memorialists admit that the earliest recital 
therein is the recognition of Her Majesty’s title to the soil of the Forest of Dean and the 
minerals beneath, subject, however, to certain alleged usages and customs, which, as the 
Act recites, were, from their undefined character, inapplicable to the mining operations 
of the present day, and required to be so amended as to be applicable to the obtaining the 
deep coal and other minerals in the said hundred, thus recognising, as your memorialists 
respectfully submit, the propriety of owners of mines possessing similar rights of sinking 
and working pits for winning of the deep mines as they were previously possessed 0! 
driving levels to and working the mines to the land or rise side of the basin. 

The 23d section then enacts to whom gales may be granted, and confines to free miners 
only the exclusive right of having gales or works granted to them to open mines within 
the said hundred, at the same time that it authorises the transfer of such gales to others 
than free miners. The following section, defining the subject to be embraced in the Com- 
missioners’ award, doubtless directs the Commissioners to ascertain who were then in 
possession of licenses to erect buildings and machinery on the soil of the Forest for the 
purpose of facilitating the working of the coal and iron mines, but it is submitted this 
was not with the intention of perpetuating the necessity that existed prior to the passing 
of the Act for-these licenses, but simply to assist the Commissioners in their assessment 
of the future gale rent payable in respect of works possessing such licenses, the rent 
payable under such licences being to be extinguished in the gale rent, as enacted by the 
43d section of the said Act. : 

Section 25 also is confidently submitted to your consideration as further corroborative 
of the views of your meinorialists. By that section you are empowered to grant to “any 
free miner, or other person entitled to a gale or mining work,” a lease for any term not 
exceeding 31 years, of any quantity not exceeding 1% acre of the unenclosed portion of 
the Forest, fur the purpose of erecting thereon any house, building, or machinery for the 
more convenient working of any mine, thus recognising, it is submitted, the distinction 
for which your memoriatists contend—that, while all persons must seek the Crowns pee 
mission for the erection of any building simply required for the more convenient working 
of a mine, all free miners or their transferees are of right entitled to erect all building, 
&c., indispensable for the opening and working of a mine. If this be not 80, is it Ler 
reasonable to assume that in the preparation of the Act the Crown authorities woul 
have, with equal distinctness, declared their right to insist on free miners and —_ 
asking permission for the erection of such latter works as they have for the erection © 
the former ; nor, it is submitted, can it be fhirly urged that because licenses for buildings, 
&e., indispensable for the opening and working of some mines were granted prior to : 
passing of the Act they must now be equally obligatory, i h as, independent ot 
what has been already alluded to with respect to the object of the enquiry as to thelr 
existence which the Commissioners were directe1 to make, the 31st section of the _ 
declares that after the execution of the award and the making the rules, &c., the wd 
customs and the rights claimed by free miners, other than such as are confirmed by the 
said Act or award, shal! absolutely cease. Fl i 

Further, it must, throughout the consideration of this question, be ever borne in mind 
that while the said Act and award conferred many lasting advantages on the free miners 
and the public, the Crown not only got rid of many previous drawhacks on the value 
of their property, such as the free miners’ right to timber and other similar privileges 
but secured certain and greatly improved tonnage rents on all mines raised, and _ 
and improved dead rents on mines not worked. Further, the Crown secured, by way he 
forfeiture, a kind of freehold reversionary interest in any mines not worked consistent 
with the rules and regulations of the Commissioners. For these reasons, therefore, it is oo 
mitted that there is nothing unreasonable in the right contended for by your memorialis' 

Finally, so far a3 respects any Jusion to be drawn from the aforesaid Act, it is sv 
mitted that if the said Act without any specific enactment made the obtaining 4 ~ 4 
from the Crown obligatory before the erection of buildings, &c., indispensable for 
opening of mines, is it not extraordinary that it should have contained such speci of 
enactment as respects the erection of buildings, &c., for the more convenient working 
mines as by section 25, and the sinking of air-shafts in enclosures as by section 65? seit 

The second authority, however, on which your memorialists would next beg to en 
your attention—the Commissioners’ “ Preliminary Observations” to their award— “4

desired; they are on the Mold Branch Railway, and one mile of rails will 
place the company’s works and collieries in perfect communication with 
all the principal towns in England. ‘The advice upon which the promoters 
have acted is likewise of the best description, the chief reporter chosen being 
Mr. Wm. Peace, F.G.S., manager of the Earl of Crawtord and Balcarres’ 
collieries, whose opinion is confirmed by Messrs. Dorning, Booth, and 
Higson, Manchester, and Beckett, Wolverhampton. 

The smelting and reduction department will be under the management 
of Mr. Alfred Jenkin, who has long been known in connection with metal- 
lurgic operations, and especially from his invention of the double reverbe- 
ratory-furnace, which has proved so eminently successful at the works of 
the Mining Company of Ireland at Ballycorus, and on the Continent. The 
locality selected is admirably adapted to the requirements of smelting and 
reduction works, as lead and zine ores abound, and there is an unlimited 
supply of suitable coal and limestone, which will belong to the company.

Within a moderate depth of surface there are three seams of coal, their 
aggregate thickness being, according to Mr. Peace’s statement, 15 ft. The 
Broncoed Colliery comprises upwards of 113 acres of land, has been some 
years at work, and is now in course of working, and has three pits sunk 
through the three seams, and one sunk through the two upperseams, ‘Two 
of the pits, as regards the seams referred to, are nearly exhausted, and are 
not capable of yielding more than 100,000 tons of coal; but the other two 
are but recently opened, and command an area of coal amounting to 53 acres.

Rattway Trarric.—The Traffic Returns of Railways in the United 
Kingdom for the week ending July 3 amounted to 469,590/., and for the corresponding 
week of 1857 to 479,230/., showing a decrease of 9640/, The gross receipts of the eight 
railways having their termini in the metropolis amounted for the week ending as above 
to 204,845/., and for corresponding week of 1857 to 204,565/., showing an increase of 2801. 

The increase on the Eastern Counties amounted to 1280/.; on the Great Western to 
414/.; on the London and Blackwall to 226/.; on the London, Brighton, and South 
Coast to 2163/.: on the London and South-Western to2526/.; on the South-Eastern to 
1421/.—total, 3070, But from this must be deducted 818/., the decrease on the Great 
Northern, and 69727. on the London and North-Western, together 7790/., leaving the in- 
crease, as above, 2801. 

The receipts on the other lines in the United Kingdom amounted to 264,745/., and for 
the corresponding week of last year to 274,665/., showing a decrease of 9920/7. in the 
receipts of those lines, from which must be deducted the increase on the metropolitan lines, 
makes the total decrease 9640/., as compared with the corresponding week of 1857.

SUPERHEATED SteaAM.—Mr. William Binns, Victoria-grove, Brompton, 
proposes to apply to or in connection with steam boilers of ordinary construction, tubes, 
pipes, boxes, or chambers of any desired form or convenient shape, and in such manner 
that the steam generated in the boiler shall pass from the boiler or generator and through 
a pipe or pipes placed in some convenient part of the fine or flues of the boiler. After 
the steam has passed through such pipes, which may be called heat-absorbers, it is then 
conducted back to the boiler and caused to circulate through heat-distributors, consisting 
of tubes, pipes, boxes, or chambers, arranged in any convient manner within the boiler 
and below the low-water level. By this arrangement the steam generated in the boiler, 
on entering and passing through the flue-tubes or heat-adsorbers, becomes surcharged or 
superheated ; the superheated steam then passes from the heat-absorbers within the flues 
to the heat-distributors which are within the boiler, and made to extend over as great a 
portion of the water space as may be convenient or found necessary. The object of this 
arrangement is, therefore, to surcharge or superheat thesteam by passing it, as herein- 
before described, through a pipe or pipes arranged in the fixe of the boiler, and afterwards 
to deprive the steam of the excess of heat by causing it te circulaie through tubes, pipes, 
boxes, or chambers immersed in the water of the boiler. The steam having given out 
its superfluous heat, which is employed as an auxiliary generator, then enters the steam 
dome, and from thence to the cylinder of the engine, which it enters in a comparatively 
dry state, aud deprived of that excess of heat which accompanies surcharged or super- 
heated steam. 


Stream AND Arr-Enarnes.—Mr. Barlow (for a correspondent) has pa- 
tented some improvements in engines. ‘The engine has me large cylinder, with a blow- 
ing cylinder connected as now arranged to the beam opposite to the air-pump. There are 
also two auxiliary high-pressure engines placed alongside the large engine, connected at 
right angles, and working two blowing cylinders connected directly to the piston-rods. 
The boiler is placed in a line with the engine, or may be varied in position; and in the 
central part thereof are numerous horizontal tubes, leading from the furnace to a large 
horizontal flue in the rear end of the boiler, in which ave arranged superheating tubes, 
and over the back end of which stands the chimney, fittel with an air-tight valve. 


Ciarr’s ENGINE AND BoiLer.—The specification of this invention, filed 
last week by Mr. Heury, patent agent, Fleet-street, deser.bes an engine in which are em- 
ployed open-ended cylinders, each with iwo pistons attached to cranks at equal angleson 
shafts at each end, connected, iu the case of locomotives, by tie-rods outside the driving- 
wheels, which are thus mate to work in unison, The boiler is provided with a pear- 
shaped furnace-flue extending nearly the whole length, and leading into flues, forthe hot 
gases, which pass on each side to the fire-box end, and back again. The patent includes 
an improved slide-valve, for supply and exhaust. 


Simuctaneous Rartway Break.—Mr. George W. Bancroft, for the 
speedy and effective stopping of trains supplies each carriage with break-biocks, fitting 
on the top edge of the wheels, and connected in pairs with a horizontal shaft, worked 
from above by one or more vertical racks operated by side levers and short racked levers. 
worked from underneath the carriages by meais of jointed connecting rods, so arranged 
as to be under the direction of the guard. The break-biocks, when not acted upon, are 
kept from the wheels by means of a spring attached to the shaft and bottom of carriage 


Lupricatine Saarrs.—Messrs. Hipkiss and Olsen, Birmingham, have 
patented an improved lubricator. In the lower journal, or bearing, in which the shaft 
turns, or in both bearings, they drill holes aad plug them with wood, tow, sponge, or 
other substance, capable of absorbing oil. They make a hole on the top or side of the 
said journal, which opens on the working surfice of the journal; oil is poured down the 
said hole, and is delivered between the shait and journal. The wood, or tow, becomes 
thoroughly impregnated with oil, and effectuady lubricates the shaft, even if oil be sup- 
plied very irregularly. 


Foroixc.—Mr. J. P. Brignon proposes an apparatus which combines 
an hydraulic press with the steam-cylinder end piston of the ordinary pile hammer 
The steam-cylinder is firmly fixed on the top of a strong frame, supported by suitable 
pillars, and the piston-rod is fitted with a hammer, or mandril, in the ordinary mamner. 
The head of the rain of the press form« a table, upon which the iron to be forged is 
placed. Moulds also may be fitted to the apparatus to form the tyres of railway and 
other wheels, and for any other purpose towhich the ordinary pile hammer is applicable. 
By the combined force, or pressure, obtained by the above management of apparatus, 
forged iron articles of a superior quality are produced. 


Mortive-Power.—M. Montel, Paris, obtains an improved motive-power 
from springs, or blades, of steei or iron, which ate supported at their extremities by wheels. 
fixed on the axle, to which rotary motionis t) be communicated, and also at their centre

Tue Fatav Borer Expiosion a1 Mancuester.—The inquest on the 
nine persons killed by the recent explosion @ the boiler of a locomotive at the Atlas 
Works, Messrs. Sharp, Stewart, and Co., Manchester (fully referred to in another column), 
was yesterday resumed betore Mr. Herford, croner for the city. Mr. John Robinson, a 
partner in the firm, stated that the locomothe was the last of 40 ordered by the Great 
Russian Railway Company. At the trial ofthe engine at which the accident occurred 
the pressure was 120 lbs, to the square inch. One of the boiler-plates had been blown 
out in fragments. The plate wasafull Yin. hick. Foran English engine the thickness 
would have been less, but this engine was nade in compliance with a law requiring a 
certain thickness. Mr. W. Fairbairn, C.E., who had examined the boiler and fragments, 
read a long report, Which entered minutely ito the possible causes of theaccident. His 
opinion was that it did not arise from excessive pressure on the boiler, but to unforeseen 
and undiscoverable weakness in the boiler-phte which was driven out. He attached no 
blame either to the makers of the engine or he manufacturers of the plates. Mr. Hick 
and Mr. Fothergill, engineers, concurred in M. Fairbairn’s opinion, and the jury returned 
a verdict of “ Accidental Death.”
